Wasnineron, May 5 —The president sent 
& wessage to the senate this evening with- 
drawing all of the principal New York 
nominations except that of Judge Robert- 
gon, The message was simply a forma! 
message of withdrawal, containing no ex 
planation or comment. The nominations 
‘withdrawn are Stewart L Woodford, Unitea 
States attorney forthe southern district: 

. Asa W. Tenny, United States attorney for 
the eastern diftrict; Lewis F. Pain, United 
States mershal for the southern district; 
Clinton PD. McDougall, United States 
marshal for the noribern district; Jobn 
Tyler, collector of custome for the district 
of Buffalo. 

In regard to tlie so called contested nom- 
irations, it is claimed that under the egree- 
ment of the republican caucus, this rule 
can only apply to the Robertson case. 
Chandier’s nomination will surely be acted 
upon. A senator who has taken an active 
part inorganizing the opposition to Chan- 
die. says that Conkling. Logan; Bayard and 
Lamar, and probably Judge Davis, of the 
juaicisry committee, will vote for an ad- 
verse report. Edmunds and Garland are 
absent. Ingalla ud McMillan are counted 
to vote fora favorable report. Judge Davis 
has not expressed himself, but four out of 
seven members are sufficient. All the 
democrate and sfx republicans—namely, |. 
Conkling, Platt of New York, Cameron of 
Pennsylvania, Logan, Jones of Nevada, and 
Mitchel!, together with Mahone, are cassed 
as opposed to Chandier. Logan, when 
asked by George, who was going away, to 
pairon Chandler, said he could not, as he 
intended to vote against Clhandier. The 
‘rule of the republican senators that the 
objection of one senator from the state 
to which the nomination belongs shal! 
send the nomination over, cannot 
apply to Chandler, Stanley Matthews or 
Sheldon, as the two former are nominated 
to fill vacant positions, and Sheldon for 
governor of Idaho territory. Senator Sher- 
man has reported to Sheldon’s friends his 
assurance that he will not tight Sheldon, 

but will content himself with voting against 
him. Matthews’s friends claim a majority 
for him, and assert that the judiciary com 
mittee have agreed to report the nomina 
tion. BSo.+ is plain that Robertson is the 
only nomination that can be laid over 
under this agreement. The president 
does not intend to interfere’ with 
the senators’ prerogative by making any 
contest for Robertson's confirmation, but 
his friends in the senate know from the 
president himself that he is desirous of 


having the nomination acted upon, and 
they, it 1s believed, will bringitup. It is 
reported that Senator Hawley hasexpressed 
a determination to move to discharge the 
commerce committee and take up the case 
if there is any excessive delay in the report 
on Robertson. Now that the senate has 
resumed executive business, the president 
will send in the nominations rapidly.

Immediately after the reading of yester- |

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A CASUALTY AT SEA, 


The Terrible Suffering of a Ship's 
crew. 
Special dispa ch to The Constitution. 
New York, May 5.—The Norwegian bark 
Inga, from Pasages, Spain, arrived here 
yesterday, bringing Captain Elvidge and 
crew of the steamship Belsize, of Sunder- 
land, Wngland, bound from New Orleans to 
Copenhagen, which foundered at sea on the 
15th of April. Captain Elvidge reports that 
the 15th of April the wind, which 
had been. blowing hard for some 
time from the west, increased to 
a hurricane, raising a terrific sea. At 
daybreak a tremengous wave swept the 
decks, carrying everything away and almost 
filling the cabin,engine room and stake hole 
with water. The vessel was running before 
wind and the captain did not think it safe 
to heave to, owing to the violence of the sea. 
At2o’clock in the evening, another im- 
mense sea toppled over the bridge, filling 
the decks and carrying away the starboard 
life boats, washing the engine room sky~ 
lights adrift, and filling the engine room 
stake hi The steamer then lay like a log 
on the water for several hours, when a vio 
lent squall struck her, blowing away the 
top seil and causing her to broashto. The 
helm was put down to try to bring her bow 
lo wind, but aftercoming within 4 points of 
the wind she again fell off and lay in the 
trough of the sea with the waves making 
a clean breach over her. When morning 
broke on April 14, all the fires were out and 
the ship was water logged, and rapidly sink. 
ing, and the crew began to jettison the 
cargo, but soon gave it up as uselesss. They 
were suffering terribly from exposure, want 
of food and rest, having been hard at work 
for hours. Nearly all were severely 
burt by the lurching and rolling of the 
ship. Finally the boats were got ready and 
an ensign hoisted with the union down as 
a signal of distress. At six p. m., April 15, 
the bark Inga came in sight, and after four 
hours of hard work the crew of the Belsize 


were transferred to the former vessel.

MORMON IMMIGRATION, 


Washington Special to the Cincinnatl Com- 
mi rcial, 


It is understood that in view of the recent 
large influx of deluded women, Mormon 
converts so-called, from Europe, the state 
department is devoting attention to the 
condition of the. law in regard to the 
immigration of men and women bound for 
Utah, sent from Europe by Mormon 
agents. There are, of course, ro accurate 
statistics showing the number cf converts 
annually sent to America by Mormon mis 
sionaries in Europe, but it is known to be 
large, and it is known that women exceed 
men in numbers. Itis notorious that the 
women are brought over for pelygamous 
purposes, They are generally kept in ig 
norance of the real nature of Mormonism, 
but the purposes had in view by the 
men who convert them and 
send them ‘over here are 
well known to the government. It ¢ n be 
said that if the government had the power 
ibis fidw of immigrants would be checked, 
and diminished at once. Unfortunately 
theresis no provision of law directly apply 
ing to this class. In the absence of any such 
law, the department has done the best it 
could in instructing our representatives 
abroad do all in their 
power to prevent the people of the 
countries to which they are accredited 
from embracing the Mormon faith, so 
called, and emigrating to America. It has 
now under consideration on a suggestion 
advarced by Mr. Nicholas Fish, our repre 
sentative in Switzerland, from whence 
come sO many emigrants of the class re- 
ferred to, in a report upon criminals, pau- 
pers, insane and other undesirable persons 
sent to the United States. Mr. Fish says:

What the People of the State Are 
Doing. 

PALMETTO, May 5.—Please chronicle the expio- 
sion of a sg ee horse power engine on the 
lands of Dr. W.8. and Mr. 8. T. Zellars, seven 
miles west of this place on yesterday, the 4th inst., 
which resuited in the instant death of the saw- 
dust carrier, and the serious injury of the fire~- 
man. “Old Unc’e Markbam,’’ colored, was lit: 
erally blown to pieces; and Aleck Dorsey, col- 
ored fireman, had one of his hands badly man- 
gled. The engine belonged to Messrs. Brown 
end Miller, Fairburn, and cos* a of $2,500. 
When the explosion occurred, Mr. Henry Brown, 
co-owner, was whetting the saw, and the balance 
of the hands, except the fireman and ‘‘Uncle’’ 
Markham, were forty ves off, piling lumber, 
and all getting ready for the day’s work. The 
fireman approach r. Brown and asked how 
long before he would be through, and upon 
being told that that was the ast 
tooth to whet, said tnat he must fire upas he only 
had fifty pounds of steam. He an’ Brown were 
several paces west of the engine, ‘‘Uncle’’ Mark- 
ham was north, but immediately by it, reclining 
upon a wheeibarrow, while the other hands— 
about one dozen—were east forty paces. Upon 
turning toward the engine, Dorsey, freman, says 
that it commenced letting off steam or making a 
noise like thereunto, that the smokestack began 
moving upward. When he turned all was over 
and all a wreck. The water and sm kewere thrown 
with great force upon the ha .d;, shuctiog most of 
them to temporary insensi bility, yet fortunately, 
andit weuld seem provideutiaily, none ‘vere 
injured by the fragments, though '' y were 
thrust by and amidst them thick as bail and the 
explosion knocking heavy timbers from their 
bands—from beneath them even—and throwing 
them many feetaway. Fragments are known to 
have been thrown from one-half to one mile 
away in different directions, and these 
fragments would range in weight from one ounce 
(taps) to twenty pounds. The writer saw a por 
tion of a cylinder which was thrown into the yard 
of T. E. Zellars, Jr., over 300 yards distant, and 
which would have weighed forty pounds or over. 
Forest trees were toro in every direction; every 
thing, men and all, blackened, and the scene was 
more that ef a battiefield than of an accident. 
Dorsey gives his idea as to how the explosion 
might have been caused, but the writer is not 
sufficiently intimate with engines to give his 
explanation Evidently, the water was not 
heated, else the last hand would have been de- 
stroyed, for they were saturated. Who wiil 
explain?

Aun air 
line road will tap the Cahaba coal 
tields at the head waters of 
Black creek and run down the creek in the coal 
fleld several miles, where the coal fever is now 
at 212 degrees Farenheit. Agents of several 
companies are now on Black creek buying up the 
coal pits and paying the cash down from one to 
five thousand dollars. We had an agent with us 
afew days. He passed from the Opelika road 
prospecting the St. Clair coal field with a view to 
tap the coal field about this point. Space will not 
permit me tosay much about theiron ore. |! 
will venture the assertion that there is not a road 
in this government that passes through so much 
iron ore in the same distance as the 4ieorgia 
Western on an airline. I might mention many 
other items but let these suffice. I am in foran 
air line road, not for my own benefit only, but 
because nature has made an air line the best route 
ia every particular.

Mr: Parnell’s amendment o ing the 
second reading of the land bill, declares 
that the land bill in its present state would 
fail to secure to tenant farmers such reduc- 
tion in rents as would afford adequate pro 
tection to their property in their holdings, 
and would leave evicted or rack rented 
tenants in a defenseless position, and that 
it offers no guarantee of the creation of a 
sufficient number of occupying owners to 
check the monopoly in land, or make 
available for the laboring population an 
of the large area of cleared land from whic 
former occupiers were unjustly evicted.

The speculation in stocks 
does not account for this, for as will 
be shown, the exchanges arising from 
the sales ef stock were precisely in 
the same proportion to the entire transac- 
tions of April, 1879, and 1830, nor can it be 
said that New York operations, possibly 
inflated by speculation in merchandise, 
account for the increase, for the aggregate 
of exchanges at twenty-two other cities 
were $111,418,655 in April, 1881, against 
$106 814,926 in April, 1880. At New York 
the increase was 98 per cent and precisely 
the same, if dounle the value of stocks sold 
be deducted for both years.

The concluston to which these returns 
irresistibly lead is that the public has been 
a deceived by the current reports in 
regard to the condition of business through- 
out the country. There is only one city, 
Milwaukee, at which a considerable decrease 
in the volume of business appears. The 
snow and floods seriously affected operations 
during the past month there and in the 
region tributary to that city. Philadelphia 
and New Orleans also failed to exceed the 
record of April, 1880, but do not fall far 
behind, and the transfer of cotton business 
alone from New Orleans to Galveston, acity 
from which no clearing house reports 
are given, fully explains the 
decline at that point. At 
Providence, Lowell and Columbus the 
volume of business was slightly smaller 
than io April, 1880, but not enough to 
indicate any important change in the 
situation. Everywhere else more business 
was transacted, as proven by the state- 
ment. 

If the decline in the prices of many 
leading articies of commerce be taken into 
account, it will be seen that the volume of 
business measured in the quantities ex- 
changed was larger than ever. before at 
every city, with the possible exception of 
Milwaukee. 

There is a better demand for lard for 
France and Germany than for sometime 
past to cover short sales made on the market 
for May delivery. Predictions are freely 
made of 12'4c. and even 13c. for lard before 
the month closes. Five thousand tierces 
were taken for export yesterday, and 
further demand is reported to-day. Notices 
were posted at the produce exchange this 
morning, for 16 car luads and one boat load 
of No. 3 corn, in all 15,000 bushels, out of 
condition and musty. The decrease in the 
exports of grain, attrac’s the attention of 
way off shippers, mer liants, brokers, and 
all connected with shipments of cereals.

Tue Constitution calls attention to 
these rumors and intimations as an evi- 
dence that the railroads are blind. They 
do not perceive, for instance, that the 
people are intelligent enough to reason 
for themselves. They not see that 
their efforts to make the commission un- 
popular by embarrassing the public is 
the strongest argument that could be 
used to show thatthe vast powers of the 
corporations should be subject to state 
It justifies the

control and regulation. 


present railroad law, and shows 
beyond all question the ab- 
solute necessity of a board armed with 


sufficient power to protect the people 
against the indiscriminate and whimsical 
use of the dangerous powers which cir. 
cumstances have placed in the hands ol 
the corporations. 

We should regret, of course, to see the 
citizens of Thomasville, or of any other 
community of the state, suffer from the 
effects of a whimaical attempt on the part 
of a railsey corporation to defeat the 
policy of state legislation; but it is better 
for the people of Georgia—better for the 
public at large—that such an attempt 
should be made. Such an arbitrary and 
unjust exhibition of the powers of the 
corporations in a direction in which the 
hand of l-gislation has not as yet made 
itself felt, is the only argument needed 
to convince those who now oppose the 
railroad law that a board of commission 
with full powers is absolutely’ necessary 
to secure the public its rights. 

If the rules and decisions of the com- 
mission work injury to any railroad, it is 
an incident and nota result of the law. 
Instead of making a strenuous attempt 
to defeat and overthrow the railroad 
policy of the state, as expressed in the 
organic law, it is the duty of the railway 
which conceives itself to be injured to 
make a showing of that injiry, and the 
remedy will be promptly applied. To 
attempt to browbeat the people or to 
impose upon them an obstructive policy 
for the purpose of working up a feeling 
against the commission is the blindest 
folly.

The whole town has a languid and self- 
satisfied appearance. Theres little anima- 
tion in man or beast. The very dogs look 
lazy. It would require twice the energy to 
put forth the same effort that it would cost 
in New England. The streets are neglect- 
ed, andin plec’s almost impassable; the 
paint is worn from most of the houses; the 
people are slow in their movements, In the 
afternoon, an hour before the mail arrives, 
a crowd begins to gather about the 
post-office. They sit on chairs that bave been 
half whittled away, on boxes, and on the 
stepsofthe porch Ifany one approaches 
and desires to enter, some fellow that is 
lazily seated in the door wii! look up mildly 
and ask, ‘‘Want tocomein?”’ Then, after 
a minute of preparation, and a good 
natured word about “disturbing a fellow,”’ 
at which the most energetic laugh just a 
little, he will slip aside far enough to allow 
entrance. 

The conversation in this company begins 
usually about the dry weather, or abcut the 
wet weather, and then some weather 
prophet will enumerate his signs of rain or 
“its clearing up.”’ It was at such a meeting 
that an old countryman declared that “a 
wet drought was mighty nigh as bad as a 
dry drought.’ .After a while the conversa- 
tion turns on the political situation 
(for everybody is a politician), Then 
the chances of the favorite candidate for 
the legislature are talkedover| and his 
opponent is unmercifully “run down.” I 
a stranger has come to the inn (forinno is a 
better word in this connection than hote)), 
they wonder, every man in turn, what his 
business can be, and talk an hour about 
him; for itis not every day that they have 
such a-person to talk of. Visitors, except 
“drummers” from the northern Cities, are 
very few. 

Eyery one of these men has what he calls 
his ‘‘business.’’ Frequeatly two of them 
are associated in a little grocery, the work 
of which is not half enough to keep cre 
man employed. While one of the firm is 
out, “gone after the mail,’’—that is, 
engaged for two or three hours in a dis- 
cussion at the postoffice—the other 
is seated in the cool part of his 
store room, smoki: g. His qniet is disturb- 
ed only now and tuen by a customer y bo 
is in no hurry to be waited on. So they, 
too, engage in a discussion that may last 10 
minutes oran hour. These men also are 
fond of talking; but the range of their sub 
jects is very narrow. They could be in- 
Seumed of what is goingon in the world, 
but they do not care for such information. 
They talk almost entirely about their 
private and local affairs. Every one of 
them knows ai! about every other one, both 
in business and at home. 

Around two subjects, chiefly, their con- 
versation’centers—the church and politics. 
They are orthodox io their creed, and good 
citizens (save in the matter of sins of 
omission) in their practice They are 
moral in their lives, and the most 
of them are active supporters of 
oue of the Protestant churches. If there 
happene to be a man among them who 
denies in the Jeast the literal interpretation 
of the scriptures, afterthe manner of their 
churches, he is considered a dangerous 
man is. their society, however upright his 
conduct may be. When the season of po- 
litical discussion is on the wane, two of the 
best informed among them wili begin a fierce 
discusion of some. very abstruse 
theological question ; for exim 
ple, the etlicacy of the different 
modes of baptism. It will be taken up 
the post-oftice, and the whole town will take 
one side orthe other Rarely does such 
controversy end in less than a week. But 
no original arguments, or even phrases, are 
brought forth; ideas and words alike bear 
the stamp of the politician or of the preach- 
er. 


The Piague at Bagdad. 
New York Herald. 

The cable announcement that the Tur 
kish government had forbidden the 
Turkish newspapers to publish reports of 
the Bagdad plague, which continues to be 
unfavorable, reveals the horror of a 
calamity which the outside world little 
suspects. It seems probable. that the 
ravages of this dread disease in the land 
which was the cradle of the human 
race have but fairly commenced, and we 
shall not be unprepared for startling intel- 
ligence of its progress. The plague of 1831 
did not set in at Baydad till near tie cluse 
of March, and even as late asthe 14th of 
April that year the deaths were not more 
than 150 a day. But this mortality was 
nothing compared with what followed. 
Defying not only all curative but 
alleviate medical treatment it made rapid 
s.rides, and by April 10.h the daily mor- 
tality rose to 1 0U0 or more, and by the 20ch 
had doubled this rate in population not ex- 
ceeding 80,000 of which nearly one-half, ii 
wasestimated, hed fled the limits of the city 
In that month alone not less thau 30,000 
souls perisbed from this seourge. ‘Ihe 
inundation of the Tigris at the end of the 
month, ascording to an eye witness, 
“swept a» ay seven thousand houses, bury 
ing the sick, the dying and the dead, with 
many in health, in one commen grave.” 
It was only with the ces-ation of the spring 
rains in May and ihe arrival of clear 
weather that either the pestilence or the 
flood was stayed or food could be gotten 
into the city. 

The worst of the present visitation has, 
therefore, in all probability yet to come or 
to be reported. Ina short time the far- 
famed scorching summer of Bagdad, in 
which Sir Henry Rawlinson says the ther 
mometer occasionally mounts to 122 de- 
grees, will add its terrors to the scene of 
the plague’s cCevestations, the popula- 
tion of which is reckoned at one hun 
dred and fifty thousand. Unless 
the plague should prove remarka- 
bly mild and tractable its 
victims will be much more numerous th n 
those of the earthquake at Chios, whuse 
sufferings have awakened so much sympa- 
thy in this country and elsewhere. But 
the porte’s suppression of the news of the 
Bagdad calamity seems the height of folly 
aad calculated to rub the plague-smitten 
districts of the sympathy and succor which 
the outside world would extend to it. even 
if its own government is too Heartless to 
relieve it.
